Unlike Bizerte, Tunisia, w’here 
they had to fight

through the streets as Axis forces 
defended that naval base on the 
African coast in house-to-house 
battles, the 
Americans occupied 
Sicily's largest city in a “w al’c- 
over.” A single machine-gun nest 
manned by Germans on the out­ 
skirts was the sole hostile el­ 
ement.

IF THE RUSSIANS have taken 
the Arctic port of Petsamo, an­ 
nounced a month ago in Stockholm, 
Sweden, formerly a part of Fin­ 
land, then again the door opens to 
Sweden to take up arm s against 
the German war machine and join 
the Allied nations. 
The Swedes 
were, theoretically at least, anti- 
Nazi when they accepted war aid 
from the British and Americana 
prior to H itler’s domination of the 
Scandinavian countries, which in­ 
cluded armed occupation of N or­ 
way and Denmark. 
Oddly enough the Petsamo re­ 
port has neither been denied or 
confirmed by Helsinki, Moscow or 
Berlin. 
Prime Minister Winston Church­ 
ill, soon after taking the helm of 
the government of the British em ­ 
pire, appealed to the smaller neu­ 


trals of Europe to take up arm s 
against the Nazis before they were 
engulfed. 
Sweden chose to do business 
with Hitler. Since the outbreak of 
World W ar JI many of the Nazi’s 
finest instrum ents of war have 
been fashioned in the foundries of 
this Scandinavian nation and much 
of Germany’s best food has come 
from the labors of Sweden's indus­ 
trious farm ers and fishermen. 
Under the threat of armed occu­ 
pation, such as was visited upon 
Norway, Sweden elected to bargain 
with Hitler. This trade has be-n 
lucrative. The nation has found an i pjace<j on the ration list. Liberal 
immediate m a r k e t f o r nearly i amounts of rice are offered to 
everything she had available.

The conservation of fuel has hit 
apartm ent houses.

Here 
dwellers are allowed hot water 
only three days a week. 
Swedish destroyers, sunk in a 
still unexplained explosion in 1941, 
have been raised, repaired and 
most of them are now avaiable for 
duty. 
An air force, the size of 
which is not disclosed, has been 
developed and is regarded as of ex­ 
cellent quality. Their planes are of 
special design and built for the 
peculiar atmospheric conditions of 
sub-Arctic Sweden.

Amer­ 
ican women now fall naturally into the 
same kinds of work, with some added, per­ 
haps, that British women have overlooked. 
It is a new illustration of the expansion and 
variation of the war effort. 


WALLACE SPEAKS TOMORROW 
IfTASHINGTON — Those 
who 
have 
™ peeked at Vice President W allace’s 
address to be delivered in Detroit Sunday, 
say that it is the fightingest, toughest 
speech of his career. That is saying a lot 
since lie has delivered a couple of others 
w hich made Republicans indulge in name­ 
calling and which were read with avid in­ 
terest all over the world. 
Inside fact is that Wallace was plan­ 
ning a fighting speech even before his 
public row with Jesse Jones and his rebuff 
from the President.

So, any acid statements in the Detroit 
speech will not be the result of the Jones 
row.

The President has given complete ap­ 
proval to Wallace picking up the mantle. 
He read every wford of the Detroit speech 
and even put in some punch lines. 
However, whether the President ap­ 
proved or not, the bets of those who know 
Wallace are IOO to I that he will continue 
the liberal fight. Basically shy, not given 
to easy expression, Wallace doesn’t rouse 
easily. But when he does get started he 
doesn’t stop. He now feels that the old ec­ 
onomic-social issues which Roosevelt faced 
during the bank holiday period of 1938 
are back again, and that someone has to 
carry the ball.

COX TOPS ’EM 


Congressman Eugene Cox of Georgia 
has now set the all-time higli for helping 
himself and family at the expense of Amer­ 
ican taxpayers. Other Congressmen from 
time to time have put their relatives on 
the government payroll, but none Ivas ever 
come anywhere near Cox s record for get­ 
ting so many feet in the feed-box. 
At present he has six relatives on the 
payroll, for an annual total of $30,120, in­ 
cluding Iris own Congressional salary. 
In addition he has now secured from 
( origless a 
handout of the taxpayer’s 
money to the tune of $60,000 to investi­ 
gate the Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion after that commission unearthed a 
dreck for $2,500, allegedly received by 
Cox for lobbying. 
It is a criminal offense for a congress­ 
man to lobby w ith a government bureau, 
so the FCC referred the matter to the Jus­ 
tice Department. Whereupon Cox persuad­ 
ed his brethren on capitol hill to investi­ 
gate his FCC accusers and make him “im­ 
partial” chairman of tire probe.

•oms are tiny, microscopic grains 
of yellow pollen dust so light that 
they rise on still days above the 
hills and the tallest office build­ 
ings, float over incredible dis­ 
tances, drift down in the evening 
and are sucked into our noses as 
we breathe. 
Those who are “allergic” react 
with the good old sneeze and the 
snuffle, the stubbed-ub-feeligk,and 
all the horrors of hay fever. Of 
course, most of the pollen doesn’t 
carry on this poetic high and lofty 
soaring, but scuds along about 
nose- and eye-high — just the 
height of the ragweed bush—and 
gets to work right away on th> 
poor victims. 


Methods of Prevention 
What to do about it? In order 
to take any preventive vaccine 
treatment, you had better start 
now. And if you live in a hay fe­ 
ver community and the vaccines 
do not work on you and you have 
never tried an air-flltercd, anti­ 
allergic bedroom, you had better 
start now because heave* knows 
what the priorities arc going to be. 
It is the patriotic duty of all 
war workers to prepare for this 
menace, should they be hay-fever- 
ites, in order to avoid tin August 
production slow-down. The effi­ 
ciency, productive capacity, and 
comfort of about 5,000,000 Ameri­ 
cans—perhaps half a million of 
them war workera— will sudden­ 


ly be seriously impaired August 
15th. 
Best bet in prevention is the 
pre-seasonal use of pollen vaccine. 
But pre-seasoTisl means beginning 
right now' if you have not already 
done so. The vaccines are weak 
solutions of pollen grains and are 
given hypodermically, but the in­ 
jections are practically painless. 
The first vaccine given is very 
weak, but they are given in in­ 
creasing strength of dosage until 
the time when symptoms usually 
begin—often longer, in fact, often 
right through tho season, but they 
certainly should be begun a month 
or so in advance. 
Fevers! kinds of non-specific ifc- 
iections have been tried, including 
Coli Metabolin Tease, The reports 
on these are variable; I am col- 
lect;ag data on some of them and 
will report later.

R h i x o p u s rot, the principal 
cause of “whiskers” on raspber­ 
ries, does not readily penetrate 
unbroken akin but easily infects 
fruit with broken outer covering.

rain, dew or fog to dry on the 
bush before picking.
